2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

Put all-bran to soak in the sour 
milk. Cream the shortening and su- 
gar. Add eggs, sour milk and all- 
bran and mix thoroughly. Sift flour 
with baking powder, soda and _ salt 
and add to first mixture, stirring only 
until flour disappears. Bake in greas- 
ed muffin tins in a moderate oven 
(425 degrees F.) for 20 to 25 minutes 
or in & hot waffle iron.
